the stage. All this. while the. surroundings 
were a complete disenchanter. Everybody 
was coming in wet, the supes already cos- 
tumed were stumbling awkwardly about, keep- 
ing @ wary eye on the driller? who was 
a big Englishman, and who had an uncertain 
tendency to grab a stupid supe by the shoulder 
and jerk him into position with a paralyzing 
earnestness. He always associated this action 
with a*‘Blarstit, boy,can’t you stand roight,’’ 
—— had a withering effect on any ambitious 

The reporter viewed these scenes with 
some trepidation as he stood down-stairs, and 
as he ascended the narrow, windi stair- 
Way into the region of the ‘‘King of the 
Supers,’’ he was not reassured. In the 
midst of a dozen young fellows ranging in age 
from 17 to 25, the amateur supe had a wad of 

arments thrown at him with the order to ‘ ‘get 
ntothem duds.’’ The others proceeded to dis- 
robe with great rapidity, and as they divested 
themselves of all kinds of garments, prin- 
cipally of avery dirty and ragged kind, the 
He element loomed up strong. The re- 
porter being the last one leftin the dressing- 
room, the king of the supers condescended 
explain his royal position, as the novice 
was getting touched up with red paint. This 
stuff the reporter at first refused to put on, 
but he was told he couldn’t go on if he didn’t, 
as even the healthiest face looked too white in 
the glare of the footlights. The ‘‘king’’ ex- 
plained that ail the cussing of the driller 
was caused by the taking on of a 
new lot of supes. rseu.: a0,” he 
went on grandly. ‘‘I have aregular force, 
and I wanted to work him in here, but these 
Englishmen said they’d break some new ones 
in.

‘*he don’t know nothin,’’’ and he looked 
significantly at his lone hearer, who had got 
his tights on wrong side foremost and didn’t 
know how he was to get out of the things. 
**Now, the other fellows were put on to-day 
to drill for ‘‘Romeo and Juliet’’ Saturday even- 
ing. They’ll rehearse that every day until 
Saturday, and I'll bet you they’ ll break things 
up anyway. My ‘reg’lars’ wouldn’t need but 
one rehearsal because they work down town 
ali day and then come around to me at night. 
So they get_a steady job and are up in stage 
business. But here,’’ he broke off, getting 
up On his dignity again, ‘‘you’d better be a 
hustlin’ down them stairs if you want to 
come on to-night.’’ 

And so in the red tights and blouse of a 
pikeman the reporter mingled with the other 
embryo warriors, who presented a ve sick 
Spectacle as they stood in the gloom and dust 
of the wings mixed up with the scenery, bits 
of lumber and all sorts of stage rubbish. The 
big driller took three or four out ata time aud 
told them what to do. ‘fNow,’’ says he, 
‘‘when the Deke’s wrestlers throw you fel- 
lows all yell hurrah and wave your hands.’’ 

**Now he’s thrown, hurrah!’’ 

A few little weak cries like a sick bird’s and 
afew feeble passes of the hands, caused a 
volley of expostulation, and that part was 
done over untilthat group was finished off. 
Then another batch was taken up and polished 
ou in the same manner. Then they were 
drilledin handling the pikes on the same in- 
stallment plan, and afterthat theline was 
paraded out tothe place where they were to 
stand and were maneuvered inand out amon 
the lumber and boxes until they had asnuired 
the proper form. There was muttering in the 
ranks about the price, one fellow saying that 
aithough he came principally to get a close 
view of the great actress, he wasn’t goin’ to 
get less than 50 cents for each rehearsal and 
each night performance. He wore poor 
clothes, he said, but his talent couldn’t be se- 
secured for anything like a quarter. 

These mutterings must have reached the 
driller’s ears, for he volunteered this scathing 
rebuke: ‘‘Oh, you Yankee fellows are queer 
boys, you know. You are always” wantin’ 
more pay. Why, in England, I’ve gone on 
for a shilling and changed dress twenty 
times in one night.’’ 

When the pikemen were called ont in the 
first act and were ranged along the rear of the 
stage, the scribbling supe saw something in 
the performance that he thought was entitied 
to criticism and at once unbosomed himself to 
his next neighbor. In the operation his 
pike assumed avery unwarlike position and 
was on the point of failing down the steps 
when the stage manager set up a iond ‘‘st-st- 
st’’ from the wings, waved his arms threaten- 
ingly and restored order among the flerce- 
looking gnards, 

When off the stage the supe is allowed to 
wander among the wings or sit up with the 
‘‘fiy’’ man and watch him shift the scenes. 
This part of the evening’s work is the most 
monotonous of all, and when the scribe put on 
his real clothes at the end ofthe performance 
and got out into the open air, he bade farewell 
to all his stage aspirations. 


CORA PEARL, 


The Queen of the Demi-Monde Claims that 
Prof. Crouch Is Her Father. 

Panis, February 25.—The memoirs of the 
notorious Cora Pearl, ‘‘Queen of the demi- 
monde,’’ are about to be issued in this city.

LILLIAN F. KELSEY’S CLAIM TO THE ESTATE 
OF CHARLES CLOWES. 3

The Young Woman’s Interesting Story—Her 
Ambition to Become an Actress and Sub-« 
sequent Infatuation for Clowes—The Con- 
test Over the Suicide’s Estate. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
NEW YorK, February 25.—The contest over 
the estate of Charles Clowes, the young distil- 
ler who, a few weeks since, shot himself after 
murdering his mistress in a Chicago brothel, 
brings to the surface a curious story of New 
York boarding-house life. The estate which 
is estimated from $40,000 to $100,000, by various 
parties, is claimed by the mother of the young 
man, under a will made by him in 1882, and by 
& young woman claiming to be his wife, ac- 
cording to one of the mutual consent mar- 
riages, which the laws of this State affirm. 
The young woman tells a story full of interest, 
if true, of how she was filled with ambition to 
become an actress, and how she spent sum- 
mers at work so that she might spent the 
winters in dramatic study. Those with whom 
she came in contact she impressed as a very 
well behaved young lady, without mucb 
knowledgs of the world, and rather inclined 
to follow her impulses and easily led by those 
in whom she placed her confidence. She wag 
named Lillian F. Kelsey, and was born in Chi- 
cago, whereher mother still resides. Sheis 
now 19 years ofage. In 1882 she came to New 
York, boarding in Eighth avenue and finding 
employment as a copyist in a down-town 
office. Her good looks assisted her much, 
thoughinthe place where she resided only 
good words are said of her. After a year’s 
stay in this city Miss Kelsey paid a visit to her 
people in Chicago, but soon returned to thig 
city, stopping at the Coleman House, and for 
afew weeks at the Arlington, asemi-theatrical 
boarding-house, at No. 54 West Twenty-fourth 
street. Her next living quarters were at No.30 
Clinto place, in the roomy structure at one 
time used as the dormitory of the 
Union Theological Seminary, but now 
&@ lodging-house, kept by ai widow. 
She took a room here late in the fall of ’84 and 
remained during the winter. She told the 
landlady that she was engaged at Niblo’s and 
was exemplary in her conduct. In the house 
at the time was a Mrs. Josie A. Baker, about 
whom much of a sensational character is said. 
She made herself a helpmate to the landlady 
and they very soon were on the best terms 
with each other and every one of the boarders. 
When about the holiday time young Charles 
Clowes and a friend named Lindsay, came to 
the house, Mrs. Baker formed their acquaint- 
ance and introduced them to Miss Kelsey 
she in turn introduced a Miss Anna Fish, 
the four young people, for atime, were very 
sociable. It was evident toall in the house 
that Miss helsey was completely 

INFATUATED WITH CLOWES, 
and the chances of their getting married were 
freely discussed. The general conviction was 
that the young lady was altogether too good 
for the man, as he was agreat rovsterer and 
a very free drinker. Her love was blind, how- 
ever, and she always excused his faults. 

Mrs. Link, speaking of her lodgers, said 
‘*Miss Kelsey was an exceptionally careful 
lodger. When she came at first she had a par- 
lorand bedroom,and had very few callers. 
When she was introduced to Mr. Clowes she 
seemed to think the worldof him,and soit 
did not surprise me when they came in one 
evening and Charley, as we called him, said, 
**Allow me to introduce you to my wife, Mrs. 
Clowes.’’ Later in the day Mr. Clowes 
caine to me and said that Lillian would give up 
her room, and so for the remaining few weeks 
of their stay here they occupied the room of 
Mr. Clowes. There had been nothing improper 
between them before marriage, at least notin 
this house. I did not see any certificate, nor 
ask where they had got married. lam certain 
that Lillian thought herself an honest wife. 
Charley had some misgivings about taking her 
to Chicago with him. He told me that there 
was a woman of bad character there who was 
madly in love with him, and that he feared 
trouble if he took Lillian there and this woman. 
found out that he was married. She would 
‘*shoot my wife on sight,’’ he said. Finally 
they started for Chicago,and Lillian went direct 
to her own people to board.

Elias M. Greene, who occupied the next room 
to Miss Kelsey, during her stay in the Link 
House. He has frequently praised her for 
her good behavior, but on the last day when 
the carriage stood at the door, and the trunks 
were uponit, Miss Lillian, or Mrs. Clowes, 
came witha burried look of anxiety in the 
room to Gen. Greene, saying: ‘‘Oh, General, 
wont you look for Charley? I’m afraid he is 
going to leave me.’’ 

‘‘Why?’’ asked the General; ‘‘aint he your 
husband? Aint you married to him? How can 
he leave you?’’ 

‘‘No, we aint; but he will marry me as soon 
as we getto Chicayo,’’ said the young lady. 

The General found the young husband 
taking a farewell nip with a burtender near by 
and saw the couple off. 

The young woman was offered $1,000 by the 
relatives of the young man to forego her 
claim, but she refused and wrote for her 
friend, Miss Fish, to go on and testify in her 
behalf. This she did by saying that on the 
day of their departurethey knelt before her, 
and, in answer to her questions, each asserted 
that they took the other to love and live with 
forever. They then rose, kissed each other and 
kissed again.

A Sensational Murder Caused by Jealousy 
and Morphine in Equal Parts—A Young 
Husband Attacks a Man 60 Years of Age 
—The Outcome of a Divorce Suit—State- 


ments of All Parties Concerned. 


The sensational disclosures of the divorce 
suit of Dr. Edward H. Coates against his wile 
in the Circuit Court about nine montns ago, 
found a fitting culmination in a street fight 
and shooting scrape on Fourteenth 
and Pine streets at 10 @o’clock 
this morning, in which Dr. Coates, 
the plaintiff in the case, attempted to take the 
life of A. B. Keith, an old man of over sixty

CABINET COUNCIL. 


GLADSTONE AND HIS COLLEAGUES DISCUSS

Chamberlain Strongly Opposed to the Gov-

Lonpow, February 25.—The Cabinet met to- 
day. Itis understood thatthe principles of 
the proposed Irish home rule measures were 
talked over. A majority of the Cabinet are 
stated to have accepted the principles of a na- 
tive Irish ~ Parliament, Mr. Chamber- 
lain being the important exception. The lat- 
ter’s opposition, as reported, will possibly lead 
to his leaying the Cabinet if Gladstone stands 
firm and Mr. Morley remains in the Govern- 
ment. Dispatches were laid before the 
Cabinet from the British Minister at Athens, 
the substance of which is, as stated, that the 
King’s submission to the coercion of the 
Powers has been followed bya communication 
from M. Delyannis, threatening to resign. 
The King is disposed to terminate the crisis 
by 

ACCEPTING THE RESIGNATION. 

The situation is undoubtedly serious and the 
question of peace or war depends upon the 
continuance of British ascendancy at Athens.

The present one adds 
the very important requirement that ‘‘ every 
ballot voted shall be numbered in the order 
in which it shall be received and the num- 
ber recorded bythe election officers on the 
list of voters, opposite the name of the 
voter who presents the ballot.”

WILL INVESTIGATE. 


THE HEALTH COMMISSIONER WILL LOOK 
INTO THE M’LEAN POISONING CASE. 


Samples of the Poisoned Meal Secured—The 


the City Hall—The Clerkship of the Lower 
House—Hoblitzelle Serene—Municipal News 
+ and Gossip. . 


Three small packages, done up in brown pa- 
per and neatly labeled, were lying upon the 
desk of Health Commissioner Stevenson to- 
day awaiting to be presented to the 
Board of Health. They were samples 
of the cornmeal which, it is alleged, 
caused the wholesale poisoning of the family 
of Alexander McLean Sunday night last at his 
house on North Ninth street. The packages 
were marked ‘‘Cornmeal from Alex. Mce- 
Lean, 913 N. Ninth street,’’ ‘‘Cornmeal baked 
by Mrs. McLean,’’ ‘‘Cornmeal from the Provi- 
dent Association.’’ In addition to the sam- 
ples of meal the Health Commissioner has 
secured a part of the batter - cake 
baked by Mrs. McLean, and both the 


méaland the cake will be analyzed by Mr. 
Brandt V. Dixon in order to ascertain in which 
the poison exists. The meal itself was 
urchased in a large quantity by the 
-rovident Savings Association from the 
Wood-Maud Milling Company on Main 
street and distributed extensively among 
applicants for charity. The particular 
a part of which wae used 
the McLeans, was iven out 
February 20, McLean’s being the 
193d family receiving itout of atotal of 679 
families served. On the following Saturday 
745 families received rations from the same 
lot, and no case of pvisoning has been re- 
ported trom any of them. 

‘*The object of analyzing the meal,’’ sajd 
Health Commissioner Stevenson, ‘‘is to ascer- 
tainin which sample the poison which did 
the horrible work is, I do not 
believe that it will be found inthe Provident 
Association's stuff nor yet in the sample 
marked from McLean. It it is found at all, and 
I certainly think it will, it is more than proba- 
ble thatthe piece of cake will be discovered 
to be its hiding place. Pending the investiga- 
tion, the distribution of the meal will be 
stopped.’’ Itis presumed thatthe poison will 
be found to be arsenic, as the physician 
who treated the sufferers prescribed antidotes 
for that drug with success. The Health 
Commissioner's theory of the case is that the 
poison was mixed up in some inexplicable 
inanner with the cooking utensils used. 
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The City Hall Invited. 

A committee from the Butcher’s Union, con-

Letter tn the Philade!phia ‘imes. 

Maj. Sutherlin furnished the Confeder- 
ate President and his Cabinet a home dur- 
ing the few short hours thut the capital of 
the fading government was at Danville. 
The last time Mr. Davis’ entire Cabimet 
was together was around his table. It was 
the day they left for Charlotte. During 
the summer the question of the final dis- 
solution of the Confederacy was canvassed 
and the prospects of getting outof the 
country were freely discussed. It was 
agreed that in case the worst came an ef- 
fort should be made to reach the seacoast 
and there secure a vessel to take Mr. Da- 
vis and his Cabinet to some foreign port. 
The question of the ready means to pay for 
this service was also considered, and euch 
Cabinet officer began to take an account 
of stock to see how much gold or silver he 
could command. Mr. Breckenridge had 
something like $500 in gold, Mr. Reagan 
had something like the same amount, and 
every one hada greater or smaller amount. 
Mr. Davis looked on in silence at their in- 
vestigations and was the last to speak. 
When the question was asked what his 
condition was he said: 

“Gentlemen, I have not a penny but 
Confederate money and only the amount 
of my last month’s salary, which I drew 
the day before Gen. Lee’s lines were 
broken.’’ 

Of course all were ready to divide with 
him, but when the dinner party was over 
Maj. Sutherlin’s wife, who had laid by an 
amount of specie, took a thousand dol- 
lars in gold and handed it to her husband 
with directions to give it to Mr. Davis 
after he had left the house.

Suth- 
erlin pressed the money upon the Confed- 
erate chief, he returned it with a great

You see it depends 
a good deal on the baking powder. If 
that’s real goodit don’t make so very 
much difference about.the flour, you 
know*’? 

**T suppose you use raisins?” 

“Well, now, sometimes I do, and then, 
sometimes I don’t. It depends altogether 
on whether I want it very rich or not, and 
what kind of sauce lam going to use. Of 
course the richer I want it the more rai- 
sins I putin; but if the sauce is to be very 
rich yormust be very careful about the 
pudding, or you will be sure to get it too 
much so. The best way isto make your 
pudding first and then fix your sauce to 
match it.” 

**How much sugar do you take?” 

‘*Well, now, some foiks takea good 
deal and some folks don’t. As for me, I 
never did like to have anything too sweet, 
and for that reason [’m always careful not 
to getintoo much sugar. After vyou’ve 
mude it once or twice you won’t havea 
particle of trouble in getting it just to suit 
you.’”’ 

‘*‘How many eggs do you use?” ° 

‘‘Well, now, that’s the beauty of it. 
With this kind of a pudding it don’t make 
so very much difference how many you 
take. If you’ve got plenty of eggs, and 
you’re going to make a big pudding, why, 
you can putin several; it won’t hurt; but 
if eggs are scarce, you can get along with 
one or twojustas well, and nobody will 
ever notice the difference.” 

‘**Po you mix your dough with milk?” 

**Well, now, sometimes I do, but it’s not 
so very particular about that, If you’ve 
cot plenty of milk, and don’t need it for 
anything else, it won’t hurt to use it, but 
if you haven’t, why, don’t do it. If you 
get everything else right, it won’t matter 
about the milk at all.”’ 

‘*How about spices?’’ 

‘*‘Use ’emif you want fto. Some folks 
likes ’em, and I think myself they rather 
help a pudding sometimes, especially if 
you use a plain sauce. But you must fol- 

ow your own taste about that, and if you 
don’t get it right the first time, don’t blame 
me, for the Lord knows I’ve done my very 
best to tell you just exactly how to do it 
and ail about it.” 


THE LAST DAYS OF SLAVERY. 


Negroes Caught With Molasses—Tiger Tail’s 
Slaves and Sewing Machines, 
From the Atlanta Constitution. 

Recurring tothe landing of the Wan- 
derer, the last American slave ship at 
Jekyll’s Island on our coast in 1854, Judge 
Heury Tompkins says: ‘‘I met an old 
negro in Chatham County, where I was 
holding court, who was brought over on 
the Wanderer. He said to me, ‘Dee got 
us wid lusses. Dee gib us lasses, we lick 
emup. Dee spillumon plank—we crall 
up’ee plank and lick um lasses, lack ’ee 
toll hog wid co’n.’ Which goes to show 
that even inits primitive shape taffy is 
very taking.’’ 

Judge Tompkins, continutng the casual 
conversation, said: ‘‘It would be interest- 
ing to know if any Southern slaves were 
spirited over to Cuba at the close of the 
war or thereabout and sold in Cuban 
markets. There was some talk of it at the 
time. A few determined men might have 
easily bunched a hundred negroes on the 
Florida coast and slipped over in sailing 
to where each slave would have 
brought good prices in gold.” 

“[ know a man,” he went on tosay, 
‘‘who actually saw a few years since the 
slaves in the possession of Tiger Tail, the 
Seminole chief, who lives in the Florida 
swamps. Itwas Judge Faulkner of New 
York. Heanda party of friends were in 
an unexplored lake one’ day, when they 
saw a dugout, holding four Indians and 
three negroes, issue from an inletand skirt 
along the lake. The negroes were rowing 
and the Indians lying lazily on skins, 
which they were carrying to market. 
They aceosted the chief, who told them 
frankly they were his ‘niggers.’ He was 
told with particularity the story of eman- 
cipation. He replied: 

‘¢ ‘Ugh! Injun nigger no free!? and 
motioning to his slaves they bended to the 
oars and the dugout glided into another 
inlet and was lost to view.’’ 

Tiger Tail seems to be quite an original 
oldSeminole. A sewing-machine agent 
drifted into his dominion one day and set 
up @ machine in Tiger Tail’s tent. The 
old chief, with great deliberation, watched 
him put it through its paces. He then 
arose, brushed the agent to one side and 
seating himself, adjusted his feet to the 
treadle. He started the wheel and found 
that he could make it go. He sewed u 
one piece of cloth and down another an 
then gravely and critically examined his 
work. At last he appeared to be satisfied 
that it was all right. He then turned 
quietly to his wives, who had watched the 

roceedings with interest, and kicked 
them, one after the other, out of his tént.

Miss Josephine Raymond’s Suit Against 

, Washington E. Connor.

New York, February 25.—On Thursday last, 
a morning paper published the following 
brief notice in the personal column: 

Miss Josephine Raymond: Please cail and see us 
immediately.

The Josephine Raymond whois so earnestly 
sought to call and see Messrs. Howe & Hum- 
mel is the plaintiff in an action now pending 
in the Court of Common Pleas, and the

Thesuit, which is brought to recover damages 
for false imprisonment, is designated on Judge 
Daley’s calendar as No. 1,645, and when it was 
called a day or twoago both attorneys were 
ready, but owing to the condition of the cal- 
endar the action will not probably come to 
trial for several days. Miss Raymond first 
met Mr. Connor in 1882, and after seeing noth- 
ing of him for two years, their acquaintance- 
ship was renewed at Long Branch, where 
both were spending the summer. On, Mr. 
Connor'’sreturn to New York Miss Raymond 
is said to have callea frequently at his office 
and also inguired for him at his 
house, No. M. East Forty-fifth street. 
The plaintiff charges that Mr. Connor senta 
policeman in civilian clothes to her home, 
who told herthat he had a warrant for her 
arrest. She was then.cajoled into entering a 
close carriage, which was rapidly driven to 
the Jefferson Market Police Court, where she 
found ina private room Justice Ford, Mr. 
Frank R. Lawrence (Grand Master of the State 
Lodge of Freemasons) and the defendant. 
After an hour’s conference,. Justice Ford ad- 
monished Miss Raymond totrouble Mr. Con- 
nor oo more. she was then permitted to 
depart through a side door of the Court-house. 
Messrs. Howe and Hummel charge thatthe 
arrest was made by the officer without exhib- 
iting a warrant and without service on her of 
legal papers of any sort. From their point of 
view the entire proceedings before Justice 
Ford were brought for the sole purpose of 
causing her to leave the city.

SALES ARE BRISK, 


BUT IT IS A HERCULEAN TASK TO COLLECT 
THE BILLS.

How St. Louis Merchants are Hampered in 
Their Trade With the Indian Territory—An 
Important Meeting of Business Men and a 
Committee Sent to Washington—Some In- 
teresting Facts About Pending Congres 
sional Legislation. 


Bills are now pending in the House and Senate 
at Washington, the object of which is the es- 
tablishment of the same laws to cover the col- 
lection of debts in the Indian Territory, 48 
those which apply to the balance of the United 
States. These bills are receiving the warmest 
support from the wholesale merchants of St. 
Louis who are interested inthe trade. Atan 
adjourned meeting of these merchants, held a 
few evenings ago, it was decided to send on to 
Washington two representative men of this 
city who would look around and select a mem- 
ber of either House, show him the vast 
good resulting as a natural con- 
sequence from the passage of some 
measure covering the point at issue and en- 
deavor to persuade him to father the bill and 
work forit. The gentlemen selected for this 
important errand were Messrs. Dwight Tred- 
way and OC. P. Ellerbe, who will go to the 
capital atthe pro ertime. The mercantile 
community of St. Louis is particularly inter- 
ested in this direction for the reason that 
nine-tenths of the supplies snipped to traders 
doing business inthe Indian Territory are 
shipped by her business men, who have no 
guarantee beyond the mere good faith of the 
consignee thatthey will ever be repaid for 
their goods. This most unpleasant situation 
is the resnit of an old law which has 
been outgrown by the advance of civili- 
zation, mercantile as well as social, in 
the achonane yg The law referred to was made 
to protect the Indians from the avidity of 
the white man, and, strange to say, as the 
matter now stands, it is the white man who 

rays to be protected from the avidity of the 
ndian. Under its provisions no debt owed to 
an outside party can be collected froma 
trader in the Territory. The merchant who 
has sufficient faith in an Indian trader to ship 
him a consignment of goods, must rely on 
that faith for his pay, and often must rest con- 
tent with what remuneration that faith can 
give him. One of the bills referred to, pro- 
vides that the United States courts in Arkan- 
sas and Texas, in the immediate neigzghbor- 
hood of the Territory be given jurisdiction in 
territorial matters. The cities mentioned par- 
ticularly in this respect are Dallas, 
Sherman, Fayetteville and Fort Scott. 

MR. E. C. SIMMONS, 
who has manifested much interest In the bills 
for the excellent reason that his bouse is one 
of the largest participants in this trade in the 
citv, said to-day to a PosT-DISPATCH reporter 
that the establishment of such a law would 
fill ‘‘a long-felt want.’’ ‘‘I don’t know,’’ 
said he, ‘‘but it strikes me thatit would be 
about the best thing we could ask just at pres- 
ent. The old law was made to protect a class 
of people with whom we have, I might say, no 
trade atall. Itis very seldom that you seea 
hulf-breed trader in the Territory, less seldom 
that you see a full-blooded one. The trade is 
ours by right, but is of little use to us when 
we ean make no collections. Many of 
the Indian traders are honest and 
pay their debts like men, but when 
we run across a man who snaps his finger in 
our faces we are powerless. There is one 
method in vogne of collecting debts, and that 
is to watch the depot and when we see a lot 
of goods shipped tothe party who owes us, 
weattach them. But that is disagreeable to 
everybody, asit simpy puts a friend and 
feliow-merchant to muchtrouble and incon- 
venience by simply shifting the matter from 
one shoulder to another. The bills in Con- 
gress would completely solve the problem and 
give us just what we want.’’ 

MR. JOHN REX 

of Samuel U. Davis & Co. remarked that his 
house was decidedly in favor of any measure 
which would guarantee protection to the busi- 
ness men trading with the Territory. His 
firm, he said, transacted considerabie busi- 
ness in that section, and by vesting the United 
States Courts in the towns adjacent, with power 
incases in which oneofthe principaisis a 
citizen of the Indian Nation, such protection 
would be insured. ‘‘Weare doing our best for 
the furtherance of some satisfactory meas- 
ure,’’ added he, ‘‘and I’ve no doubt whatever 
of our ultimate success.’’ 

©. C. RAINWATER, 
who is chairman of the Merchant’s Committee 
looking after the bills, agreed heartily with 
Messrs. Simmons and Rex. ‘*‘We've got to 
have some kind of protection’’ said he, ‘‘and 
in my opinion giving jurisdiction to the courts 
near the boundary lines is far more preferabie 
to the idea, already advanced, of establishing 
a court inthe territory ftself. To dothis latter 
would necessitate the erection of Government 
buildings, and would cause the delay conse- 
quent upon the national anxiety of different 
localities to secure the grant. 

Every effort will be made on the part of the 
St. Louis merchants to see that one of the bills 
will go through and they believe thata thor- 
ough understanding of the situation will be all 
that will be necessary for the Senate and the 
House to pass them.

The Love-Sick Senator Declines to Return to 
Washington. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 25.—The 
Senators who returned from Detroit are very 
reluctant to speak of the peculiar condition of 
Senator Jones of Florida, who is still in De- 
troit, and who declines to return to the Sen- 
ate. The Senators do notappear to under- 
stand the Jones case. There was nothing in 
his manner to indicate any unusual excite- 
ment. He made no allusion to any of them 
concerning the real objectof his stay in De- 
troit. He saidthat he needed relaxation, and 
that he intended to take it, and that he should 
not return to Washington until he was ready. 
He said itwas not an unusual thing for Sen- 
ators to go off and remain for long periods of 
time. Hehbad all the precedents of long ab- 
sentees from the Senate at his command, and 
reeled them off with great volubility when 
any of the Senators tried to get him around 
the subject of his return. Senators Ed- 
munds and Don Cameron had paid long 
visits to Europe, and Senator Sharon was ab- 
sentfrom his seat in the Senate nearly haif 
his term. Senator Fairalso had been apsent 
months atatime. Mr. Jones also called at- 
tention to the case of Senator Barnum of Con- 
necticut, who was away during long periods. 

The Senator is the perfect picture of heaith. 
He has reached a point now where he cannot 
return without being made the object of much 
ridicule. He sees this, and has not the cour- 
age to face the situation. None of the Sena- 
tors who went to Detroit felt ike urging Mr. 
Jones to return. The visiting Senators were 
Republicans, and have never had close enough 
personal relations with Mr. Jones to warrant 
their making any personal appeals to him. If 
his absence continues much longer, itis said 
that some one of his old Democratic assoc!i- 
ates will go up to Detroit to try and bring him 
back. It was said this afternoon that the 
question has never been settled whether the 
Senate has a right to compel the attendance of 
its members. The House can compel an ab- 
sent member to return through an order, but 
the Senate has never gone beyond requesting 
its member to attend its sessions. Several re- 
quests have been sent Mr. Jones to come back 
to Washington. Itis doubtful if anything be- 
yond this is done, even if Mr. Jones should re- 
main in Detroit during the remainder of this 
term. 


A BRUTAL HUSBAND. 


Mrs. Groger Imprisoned for Five Years in 
an Old Mill. 


CuicaGo, February 25.—A Pittsburg, Pa., 
special says: Information was lodged against 
& man named Groger by Mrs. Roose and Mrs. 
Sweetiand of Rouseville, Pa., yesterday after- 
noon, and a permit was obtained to remove 
Mrs. Groger tothe County Poorhouse. The 
story told by these women, who carefully in- 
vestigated the case,is one of revolting cruelty 
and crime on the part of the husband and his 


brother. The couple were married about 
twenty years ago, when Mrs. Groger was quite 
young, under circumstances not creditable to 
Groger. Things went along until about 
five years ago. The wife lost her reason. 
The husband then, as alleged, contined 
her in the old mill structure on Pitt Hole Creek, 
fully a mile distant from any other human 
habitation. He has kept a flock of sheep in 
the place, and in cold weather they share the 
old structure with the woman. While they 
have made the place horribly filthy, they have 
still been of service to her, for with no fire she 
has been compelled to huddle with the fleeced 
animals to keep from freezing. She says her 
mind cleared up about two years ago, and that 
since that time she can remember everything 
that has happened. The only food she has 
had was cornmeal and water. The woman 
had no clothing or covering but &n old buffalo 
robe, with nearly all the fur worn off. When 
the relief party arrived some dirty bed cloth- 
ing was found which had not previously been 
there, and other things with which Groger had 
tried to put a more favorable aspect on the 
case.
